MoNTBKtiY, Ciil., Ai)ril 2.— Tho Hotel 
do! Miiiito was btirmal to tho ground last 
niglit. No Booiiur was tliO'tifo disoovorcd 
than tho watur was tiiriieid on, but all 
efforts t<( save tho buihling wore in vain. 
Tun iiiinfiteB afberwiu-dB the Moutoroy lire 
dopiirtmont was on tho jjreniisos, and had 
two stre.iiiiH 1)11 thu lniildin<,'. Tho water 
pioHHiiro wa.i \nntr, and at tiiiioB it could 
not throw a slreaiii lii^'liiir than tun foot. 
Tho liroiiiuii wtirliud hard, and suvural 
tinicB thoy wofu di iveu back by tho llaiiii'H. 
Tkoru woro about 30U guusts in tlm hotel, 
and such scenes as were .vfitneased whun 
the alarm )Va8 given will never bo forg<it- 
tuii by thoHo present. Puoplo went wild 
in tiyinj; to esc.-ipe. Men iiiul womon 
could bo aoen running out from all direc- 
tions in their night clotlios, cidling for 
sonio ono to savo them. 'I'liuy woro taken 
to tho club bouse and ]>rovided with 
blankets, and wagons woro procured and 
thoy were brought into town, wliero will- 
iii'4 haiiilH werv. rc;uly to receive llieni. 
'riu'y are all .sti ippiiiL; around town in 
huli:l.s iiiid private hoii.se.s, tind as far as 
liuiird fioiii no lives were lo.sf. Tbo Motel 
del Montis had just passed into tliu m;iti- 
ai,'e;iieiit of (Jeorge S. iSchoenwald, lato of 
the I'alace. Three hours after tho alarm 
was ^'ivi ii t he oiitiro building had burned 
to the giiiiind, and all that could lie seen 
Were tho brick chiiiiiieys Hlaiulint; erect, 
and to-day tho Hotel del Monte is a mu.s.s 
of ruins. Tho nrnter pipes bhrough the 
house woro bursted, and it was impiiBsible 
to got a stre.iiii of water on any part of the 
building. Had it iicL been fur the water 
])ipes through thi' In it el bursting, the tiro- 
nien could have sjiveil part nf thc! Imililiiig 
as thoy would have had a good pres.sui e 
from tiiu hydrant. It is ustiniated that 
^1,600,000 will -not cover the loss, as the 
insurance was very small. 

The hotel bebriiged to the Southern 
I'.ai'ilic i-aihva}- company, and was 
coiisidefed the 1i;uii1hi unest w.'itering-place 
hrtel ill .AiiuTica. It cost $;ir.0,(K)O and 
w.as not iii.stired. Charlies Crocker, viee- 
prcsidunt of the Southoni Paeilic, was 
seen early this niuruing and said the tiotel 
woidd be I'e-bnilt, as it had proved a very 
pldlil.'ible in\'esl Miriit . 

The life uart liist iiuticed in the 
lav.ildi-y. 'I'lu're \v;i.s im building in the 
world better proviiled with ineiins of ux- 
tiiigiiisliing tiri! than was tho llot<!l del 
M<iiite. J lose wiiH placed in every corri- 
dor, and lire extiiigniahers in every hall- 
way, and .1 niiignilicent system of water 
wiirks, liuilt Ijy the company at a cost of 
nearly half a niillinu (hrllars, was capable 
of throwint,' a stream lo a height nf 1()0 
foot. lle.side.s this, <ivcr ?'JOd,0<K) had 
boon oxpendeil on Wiiter appliance.s within 
the building, until, as was beliovod, notli- 
iiig had been loft undone to secure bi>ib 
building or guests from lessor accident by 
lire.

I is consid- 
ered remarkable. It was the totirth loan, 
and completed an indeliteilue.is of f-'J7i>,- 
000,000.

TllK slaughter of red deer in 
inco of Ontario, .-ind of ctuibou, in the 
province of (Jiiebec, has dnrini; this win- 
ter been very great. The suuw which fell 
in January had a crust upon it duriii;,' tlie 
greater part of thai month suflicieiii ly 
strong to cany a man on snow-shoes, but 
through which the hoofs of the lU er broke. 
All through "the back town.ships" of On- 
tario this was taken advanttigo of by scores 
of hunters, and in many districts so deep 
was tho sno-w through which the deer liad 
to plunge that it was iiossible to run thiuii 
down and kill them with an axe. The 
depth of snow, by preventing tho deer 
from getting at their usual food, drove 
them into the vicinity of the lumbermon's 
shanties and tho outlying settlements for 
food, and quite a number were actually 
killeil in Iwmyards, This wlioleaalo 
alaiiLlhter has resulted in a plethora of 
venison in all the market.s, and the price 
j l e.-ilized for it towards the end of the sea- 
j son was so low that it h.irdly compensjited 
I the biniter for his powder and shot. Tho 
.s.-inie condition of things has prevailed in 
the earibon county. The game laws, as 
they at present exist, do not allow of a stop 
beini; put to this useless slaughter. N\'hat 
is Uceiled is a law ]ii-e\-eiit iiig the killing 
of doer and (.'arilmii during the months of 
Deeuiulier anil .lamiary, as well as Feb- 
ruary anil March. As a result of this 
year's slaughter the doer have been exter- 
minated, it is believed, in' several districts 
in ( intario.

ALASKA'S GOyEENOR. 

On the Way to Sitka with His Wife-Ex-Col- 
Icetor XcCsfferty — The \ Behrlng's Sea 
Matter— The Boccat Gold FlntU 
In the Yukon. 

Gov. A. P. Swiiieford, of Alaska, ac- 
companied by bis wife, arrived from the 
Sound yesterday and registered at the 
Driard. Mrs. Swineford is accompanyhig 
her husband to Sitka. Ho was married 
last summer and hud to leave his bride 
half an hour after the corenumy and start 
tor tho northern territory, of which he 
had been appointed governor. 

In conversation with a Coi.oni.st repre- 
sentative, Gov. Swineford stated that be 
had secured ^5,000 for common Bchouls, 
Indian industrial schools, and Indian pol- 
ice for tho territory. ; 

With regard to the recall of Capt. Mo- 
Callerty as collector of customs, the Gov- 
ernor said that that had almost been de- 
cided u^.on by the President before he 
arrived at Washington, strong petitions 
having boon sent in from various quarters 
opposing tho appointment. In spite of 
his release from office the erratic Captjiin 
has transacted govornniont business, held 
steamers, and ordered their olHcers ashore 
though he was virtually no more collector 
at Sitka than one of its aborigines. Tho 
strong atUkcks made on Governor Swine- 
ford's ohaiacter by a' -printed petition for- 
warded and circulated in Washington 
through the instigation of JlcCatlbrty and 
Cole, the latter of whom is at present in 
this city, will likely cause the arrest of 
McCatlerty for criminal libel as soon as 
Gov. ■Swinoffird arrives at Sitka. 

Being queried as to the possible cinirse 
his government would pursue in the seal 
tishery, the goveriuu" said that in conver- 
sation with Secretary Bayard some time

Tuf Quay Is Stolen from Her llusband, Taken 
a Lonely iBliad; UnrUerod and Siink 
ill tlie Sea. 

It will be remembered that about a 
month ago a (Jhinose woman was roiiortod 
as having been abducted from this city. 
Her name was Tue Guay, and she was the 
wife of Wong Chuen, doing business in a 
small store 'pn Fisguard street. Tue Guay 
became ill and was sick for a couple of 
months, but getting somewhat better a 
Chinaman friend, a wood-cho|iper, asked 
her to go out in ii carriage for a ride. Tue 
( !uay accepted, and she was seen to drive 
away with Wong Fat and Leo Sam. This 
was the last seen of bur, and her husbjmd 
und an interpreter shortly after started to 
bunt her up. Tho two men known to 
have L;one away with her were discovereil 
in a sloop in Naiuiiiiio harbor, and wore 
arrested and lodged in gaol. The inter- 
preter, Lee Wing, an intelligent China- 
man, who understands good English, in- 
terviewed Lee Sam and got him to admit 
that the woman wassniutdered^ud jupon 
being iires.sed gave the whole story of the 
afiair. 

Driving to Saaiiich, she was kept in a 
cam]) all night. Next morning she was 
tikken on board a sloop and t<^ an Indian 
camp, wheru they remained several days. 
Promising to return to Victoria, they 
sailed furtlutr muth. Thoy 'then heard 
that her husband and some oDScers were 
searching; fur the abducted woman, imd 
they .sailed to a .Miaall uninhabited island, 
about thirty mdea south from Nanaimo. 
Here they had a small tent eroctoil, and 
Tue Guay slept on a blanket. Tho first 
ni'^'lit Wong Fat took a hatchet and going 
up to the sleeping woman struck lior a 
bard blow on the back of tho head. She 
never uttered a cry, but almost immedi- 
ately died. After robbing her of her 
jewelry, nearly four hundred doUara' 
of which she'ht^ipn^h^r person, j-a heavy 
stone was tied around her nock, arid she 
was takiMi some distance from the shore 
and sunk in about forty feet of water. 
! ho Chinese then sailed away in tho sloop 
and were arrested in Nanaimo. Seeing
